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K P O P Up To Date 


By WM. A. PRESCOTT 


OMETHING over six years ago—in March 1921, to be 
- more exact—the World published a story by the pres- 

ent writer entitled “K. P. O. P.—One of the Comers”, 
in which certain prophecies were made concerning the 
future greatness of the bull, King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 
165947. These prophecies were based chiefly upon the 
following facts: (1) the fact that one of his daughters 
was the sensation of the 1919 show season, the calf 
class; (2) that his offspring won first prize Get of Sire 
at Waterloo both in 1919 and 1920; (3) that two of his 
first daughters were apparently headed for 800 lbs. as 
two-year-olds; (4) that the constructive blood lines back 
of him were such as to be almost a guarantee of pre- 
potency. Although all of these facts seemed to point to a 
brilliant future, it is probable that not even the bull’s 
owners, Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, ventured at 
that time to hope that the next six years would bring 
to K. P. O. P. the measure of fame that has come to this 
line of breeding. Although sons of this sire were selling 
readily at that time for four and five figure prices, I do 
not find any published predictions that by the summer 
of 1927 this sire would have eleven 1,000-lb. daughters, 
that his granddaughters would have broken a number of 
world’s records, or that his descendants would have won 
close to six hundred first prizes and more than two 
hundred championships at the best shows in the country. 
Yet all these things have come to pass. 


Few would have believed it possible that the glorious 
record of Maxwell’s “Silky’’, the first daughter of K. P. O. P. 
to win national prominence, would ever be equalled by 
another member of this family; but it has been equalled 
if not overshadowed by the work of Dorothy Ormsby 
Piebe in 1921, 1922 and 1923, and by that of Triune Pa- 
poose Piebe in 1926. His son, King Pietertje Fayne Orms- 
by, who won the blue at the National both in 1919 and 
1920 and who was six years ago considered the leading 
show bull of this family, must now share honors with the 
twice All-American bull, Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th; the 
ten times grand champion, King Pietertje Jewel Korn- 
dyke; another twice All-American bull, Cherokee Ormsby 
Piebe, and others of almost equal fame in the show ring. 


The reputation of King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe was 
first built on his ancestry, then on the work of his 
descendants in the show ring and finally on production 
with high test for the year. I propose to take up these 
three phases of his life in the order stated, and in some 
detail. Much of this story has already been told before 
Many times and the -public is probably familiar in a 
general way with many of the facts which are to follow, 
but in the interest of a complete record they will be re- 
Peated as briefly as possible. 

First, as to his breeding. he was known at the time 
of his purchase by Hargrove & Arnold as the bull with 
»the world’s record average for dam and sire’s dam on 
‘year test. A little later, after being mated with the 
Wonderful producers in the Hargrove & Arnold herd, his 
:

average was exceeded by a number of his own sons, but 
for some time the claim stood that his two nearest dams 
were the two largest record daughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. His own dam, Queen Piebe Mercedes, 
is still the champion of the Holstein breed in the junior 
four-year-old class with 1,389.45 lbs. butter from 30,230.2 
lbs. milk. She was the first heifer under full age to milk 
over 30,000 lbs. and her record, made more than ten 
years ago, still ranks with the best. The sire’s dam, 
Bess Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, made 1,235.32 Ibs. butter 
from 29,053.2 lbs. milk, and she too is a daughter of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes, her dam being Spring Brook 
Bess Burke. K. P. O. P. thus gets fifty per cent of his 
blood from those two wonderful animals, “Sir Piet” and 
Spring Brook Bess Burke. 

King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe was a little slow in get- 
ting started as a sire for lack of opportunity. He was 
bred by E. C. Schroeder, Moorhead, Minn., and was born 
on the Schroeder Farm July 18, 1915. At that time his 
dam was a 9§0-lb. senior two-year-old and his sire’s dam 
an 889-lb. junior three-year-old, so instead of his being 
eagerly snapped up by one of the big breeders, he was 
sold for a moderate price to Elliott Bros., Woodward, 
Iowa, who were farmers, interested in good Holsteins 
but not doing much in the way of official testing or of 
showing in a national way. They did, however, breed 
some excellent Holsteins, some of which made up a part 
of the foundation of the early herd of Hargrove & Arnold 
and other now well known Iowa breeders, including the 
State Board of Control. After the dam and sire’s dam of 
this young bull completed their wonderful records as 
given above, he was returned to the Schroeder Farm under 
lease to mate with a select few of the daughters of Sir 
Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. From these services came 
such noted sires as Marathon Bess Burke, Marathon 
Ormsby and King Wren Ormsby Piebe and such cows 
as the 1,119-lb. Heilo Pietertje Piebe, the 30-lb. Colantha 
Maid Ormsby 2d and the 882-lb. three-year-old, Jenny 
Pietertje Ormsby 2d. 

After his distressing experience with the foot and 
mouth quarantine at the close of the 1914 show season, 
Mr. Schroeder did not do much showing until after the 
war and as Elliott Brothers were farmers rather than 
showmen, we do not find any record of offspring of 
K. P. O. P. being exhibited at major shows until 1919. 
when “Uncle Dave” Maxwell had out three daughters of 
this sire with his very successful string. One of these, 
Ormsby Netherland Parthenea, better known as “Silky”, 
was the outstanding heifer calf of the year, winning 
junior championship at the National and Waterloo and at 
a number of the leading state fairs of the Middle West 
and Corn Belt, as well as at least two grand champion- 
ships. At the Iowa State Fair, Waterloo and the National, 
a K. P. O. P. son, King Pietertje Fayne Ormsby, shown 
by the Iowa Board of Control, was exhibited with the 
three heifers as a Get of Sire, the group winning second 
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at the National and first at the other two shows, while 
the bull himself took the blue at the National. 


In 1920, the Iowa Board of Control showed a few of 
their sons of K. P. O. P. at Iowa State Fair, Waterloo 
and the National, and at these same shows, Hargrove & 
Arnold also had a few baby sons of this same sire. 
Their most important winnings of the year were first Get 
of Sire at Waterloo and another blue at the National for 
King Pietertje Fayne Ormsby as a two-year-old. The 
same year, Mr. Schroeder won first at Minnesota State 
Fair on Heilo Pietertje Piebe, a two-year-old daughter 
of K. P. O. P. and Governor Stubbs of Kansas got a blue 
on King Wren Ormsby Piebe at the Kansas National 
Live Stock Show. 

For the past seven years, starting in 1921, Hargrove & 
Arnold have made a strong circuit every year, these seven 
show herds, except for an occasional aged cow, being 
made up entirely of descendants of King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe. In 1921, their circuit consisted of seven good 
shows, winding up with the Waterloo and the National, 
their winning on K. P. O. P. offspring alone totalling 58 
firsts and tweive championships, besides winning six firsts 
and five grand championships on their aged cow, Owanda 
Gerben Barber, who was not a K. P. O. P. descendant. 
This was the year that Dorothy Ormsby Piebe was unde- 
feated junior calf except at the National, King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe Tidy undefeated senior yearling bull except 
at the National, King Violet Ormsby Pietertje first prize 
two-year-old bull at the National and four other shows, 
Lady Ormsby Clarodina first prize senior yearling heifer 
at Waterloo and five other shows, while many others 
were consistent winners. 

In 1922, the second K. P. O. P. show herd made the 
National, Waterloo and four state fairs and the showing 
of the Hargrove & Arnold string was in some ways even 
more impressive than the year before. Dorothy Ormsby 
Piebe was undefeated junior yearling all around the cir- 
cuit and was junior champion at the National, Waterloo 
and four state fairs, while the K. P. O. P. Get of Sire 
group won first at the four state fairs and two different 
groups of K. P. O. P. Get were inside the money at the 
National. This was the first year of the All-American 





selections, Dorothy Ormsby Piebe being All-American 
junior yearling heifer and Cheroke Cornucopia, later re- 
named Cherokee Ormsby Piebe, a grandson of K. P. O. P,, 
being All-American two-year-old bull. 

In 1923, the Cherokee bull again won the All-American 
designation as a three-year-old, and Triune Ormsby Piebe 
27th, who was undefeated in class all around the circuit 
and junior champion everywhere except at the National, 
was All-American tull calf. Dorothy Ormsby Piebe con- 
tinued her successful career as a two-year-old, winning 
seven grand championships out of ten shows in which 
she was exhibited and being given Reserve All-American 
mention. Piebe Artis Burke, a K. P. O. P. granddaughter, 
was also All-American junior yearling heifer, which meant 
that three different sons of K. P. O. P. had All-American 
offspring, while one of his Own daughters had reserve 
mention. Both in 1922 and 1923, Corwin Farms exhibited 
several K. P. O. P. descendants with considerable suc 
cess, perhaps their outstanding winner of this family be 
ing Triune Ormsby Piebe 4th. It was in 1923 that King 
Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, a K.P. O. P. son owned by 
Pinery Farms of Ohio, won his first grand championship 
at Ohio State Fair, which he repeated at that show the 
two following years, and at many other leading shows 
of recent years. 

In 1924, the K. P. O. P. show herd made its first 
Eastern circuit, starting at Central States Exposition and 
working eastward through the Ohio, Michigan and New 
York State Fairs to the Eastern States Exposition, then 
back to the National. Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, showing 
now as a three-year-old, was grand champion at four 
of these shows and again received Reserve All-American 
mention. Triune Ormsby Piebe 27th was again honored 
as All-American senior yearling bull, again going through 
the season undefeated in class and again losing the junior 
championship only at the National. King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke added several grand championships to his 
string and showed with Dorothy K. P. O. P. 36th and King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe Jewel for All-American Get of 
Sire. The latter honor has been won by K. P. O. P. 
Gets the past three years, he being the only sire of the 
breed to attain this honor more than once. King Ormsby

In 1925, the K. P. O. P. show herd first invaded Canada, 
being fairly successful at both Saskatoon and Regina, 
then returning to the United States for a circuit of nine 
leading shows including the National. The Pinery Farms 
string, headed by King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke and in- 
cluded a number of his Get also made a strong showing 
as did Forum Holstein Farms with Forum Patriarch, a 
great two-year-old son of K. P. O. P. The Iowa Board of 
Control also won a number of grand champions with a 
K. P. O. P. daughter. Miss Papoose Piebe, a K. P. O. P. 
daughter owned by Billiwhack Stock Farm, was the lead- 
ing senior yearling heifer of the United States, All-Ameri- 
can honors going to a Canadian heifer. The All-American 
K. P. O. P. Get of 1925 consisted of King Pietertje Jewel 
Korndyke, K. P. O. P.. 36th, K. P. O. P. 50th, who was 
Reserve All-American senior yearling bull of the year, and 
Sunny Lady, 3d, a successful prize winner who has since 
made a 1,200-lb. record. 

Last year, 1926, was perhaps the most successful year

of all for K. P. O. P. blood, more than a dozen of the 
best show herds of the year carrying animals of this 
blood in addition to Hargrove & Arnold themselves. The 
latter brought out the All-American heifer calf of the 
year, Triune Papoose Piebe, a K. P. O. P. granddaughter, 
who was junior champion at the National, Waterloo, Ses- 
gquicentennial and the Ohio and Michigan State Fairs, as 
well as winning first in class at Missouri. Billiwhack 
again scored heavily with Miss Papoose Piebe, the 
K. P. O. P. daughter aforementioned, getting the All- 
American designation on her after winning first at the 
National, Waterloo, the Sesquicentennial and the Ohio 
and Missouri State Fairs. Reserve All-American three- 
year-old bull was Forum Patriarch, who was defeated 
only once in eleven good shows and whose Get were also 
sensational, one daughter being Reserve All-American jun- 
ior yearling, while several of his calves were consistent 
winners of firsts and championships. Femco Farms of 
Minnesota had out a very successful show herd which 
included several blue ribbon offspring of Pride of Sir 
Piets, a K. P. O. P. grandson, one of his sons being 
Reserve All-American bull calf.

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Minnesota Holstein Company Dispersal Makes 
History With $1,078.69 Average

HE complete dispersal of the herd of the Minnesota 
T Holstein Company, Austin, Minnesota, on July 29, re- 

sulted in a total of $65,800 for sixty-one members of 
this herd, or an average of $1,078.69. In addition, there 
were seven partnership bulls, which had been sold from 
this herd previously and were called back for sale at auc- 
tion to dissolve partnership, and these sold at prices rang- 
ing up to $1,000, and one other heifer of similar breeding 
from another consignor, making the total sales of the 
day $68,700 for sixty-nine head. This offering was taken 
by thirty-three buyers from thirteen states, Canada and 
South America, and marked the high point in Holstein 
auction sales since. the Erickson Dispersal in 1924 with 
its average of $1,139 for eighty-six head. 

Starting with a top of $7,100 for the famous All-Ameri- 
can heifer, May Walker Inka Segis, out of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead and by Sir Inka Superior Segis, the 
prices included nineteen above the $1,000 mark, of which 
two were above $6,000, both on offspring of May Walker 
Ollie Homestead, four above $4,000, seven above $3,000, 
eight over $2,000 and the balance in the $1,000 division. 
Five daughters of the foundation sire, Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, were includ- 
ed in the sale and the five, in- 


figures including calves down to a day old, everything 
offered in this sale. Six daughters and four sons of Sir 
Inka May brought an average of $892.50, and seven sons of 
Sir Inka Superior Segis averaged $532. 

Among the other outstanding individuals sold may be 
mentioned Miss Lassie Ormsby that was an outstanding 
two-year-old last season and has developed into what 
will undoubtedly be one of the most sensational three. 
year-olds of the year for this season. She went at $3,959 
to C. E. Griffith, Big Cabin, Oklahoma. Miss Lassie 
Ormsby was the first animal sold in the sale. Bess Fobes 
Homestead, a six-year-old daughter of Piebe Laura Ollie 
Homestead King, with a 31-lb. 7-day record and going at 
an 1,100-lb. rate for the year, was one of the great cows 
in this herd and finally secured at $3,200 by Waldo 
S. Kellogg, Derby, Connecticut, after a spirited bidding 
contest with Mr. Griffith, Miss Inka Rue, a daughter of 
Sir Inka Superior Segis that made a 29-lb. 7-day record 
at 30 monchs and who is now headed for a sensational 
yearly record, was purchased by E. H. Maytag, Newton, 
Iowa, for $3,000.

sire, and as a final test of her greatness the quality of her 
young daughter, a December calf, that was good enough 
to command $4,500 in the sale from Detroit Creamery 
Farms. May Walker Inka Segis, herself, was purchased 
for Senator A. C. Hardy, Avondale Farm, Brockville, On- 
tario, Canada, by R. M. Holtby, one of the best known 
judges in Canada, who came to the sale especially to 
buy this particular animal. Maytag Farms, of Iowa, were 
the final contenders on this heifer, dropping out only at 
the $7,000 mark. Sir Bess Ormsby May, youngest son of 
May Walker Ollie Homestead, was the second highest 
priced animal in the sale, going at $6,200 to Waldo S. 
Kellogg, Derby, Connecticut. He is a son of Sir Bess 
Ormsby Fobes, and was a prominent winner with the 
Minnesota Holstein Company herd last year. Thus, May 
Walker Ollie Homestead, her daughter, son, and a daugh- 
ter of her daughter sold for a total of $21,800. 

The quality of the herd, however, did not depend en- 
tirely upon the blood of May Walker Ollie Homestead, as 
seventeen daughters of the senior herd sire. Sir Inka 
Superior Segis, now owned by Carnation Milk Farms, 
brought a total of $18,775, or an average of $1,104, these

Maytag also secured a great 
show prospect in the Junior yearling, Maudlene Superior 
Segis, a daughter of Sir Inka Superior Segis out of 
Maudlene Ollie Homestead, first prize four-year-old in the 
National in 1925. He was forced to $1,475 for this great 
heifer. Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Delaware, secured 
what was undoubtedly the choicest show calf in the en- 
tire herd in Maudlene Segis, another daughter of Sir Inka 
Superior Segis from the great old 900-lb. foundation cow, 
Far Oaks Maudlene Ormsby, at a price of $1,250. Conrad 
Ahrens, Festus, Missouri, paid $1,450 for a senior yearling 
daughter of Sir Inka May from this same dam. Another 
liberal patron of the sale was John Alcock, of Chicago, for 
his Highland Farms at Lake Geneva, Wisconsin. He took 
a total of five head including Sir Inka De Mar Wren 
Ormsby, a son of Sir Inka May that should be one of the 
good two-year-olds out this year. He was second prize 
junior yearling at the National last year, and has de- 
veloped into a truly splendid two-year-old.

LTHOUGH he has been dead for several years, there 
A is no sire of the breed which stands higher or occu- 

pies a higher place in the public eye today than 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe 165947. This popularity is 
based upon a number of important factors. His family is 
outstanding as an exponent of show ring type, his descend- 
ants having won more show ring honors at important exhi- 
bitions during the past eight years than can be claimed for 
any other family of the breed. His daughters have like- 
wise made an enviable record for production and with 
uniformly good test, a combination that the present-day 
market is demanding and has demonstrated its willing- 
ness to pay for. 

Along with these attributes has been a consistent pro- 
gram of advertising that.has kept the merits of this fam- 
ily constantly before the public. This issue of the 
World, featuring King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe and his 
numerous family, is unique as a demonstration of the 
pride and confidence which the owners of this line feel in 
their animals. Never before in the history of our breed 
has there been such a wide joint participation in an adver- 
tising program by the owners of any single family.

Enduring results from advertising, 
however, are possible only when the product advertised 
possesses real merit and that has been the foundation of 
the K. P. O. P. success. During the past six years, the 
Hargrove & Arnold show herd, made up almost entirely 
of this breeding, has been exhibited at the strongest Hol- 
stein shows in the country. During this time, they have 
won more blue ribbons and other high show ring honors

Mercedes through two of hs very greatest daughters. The 
sire’s dam was also one of the great daughters of Spring 
Brook Bess Burke, bringing in another foundation line 
that has demonstrated its greatness in a number of other 
directions likewise. For a number of years, King Pieter. 
tje Ormsby Piebe stood out as the bull having the highest 
average record for dam and sire’s dam of any bull of the 
breed. This distinction, of course, has long since been 
overshadowed by the work of the bull himself. This issue 
of the World through both its reading and advertising col.

Sev- 
eral different breeders won important prizes with offspring 
of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke. On the Pacific Coast, 
Stenzel Farms took junior championship at Oakland with 
a K. P. O. P. granddaughter and several other California 
breeders won blues and championships with K. P. O. P. 
descendants. K. P. O. P. 54th, owned by W. S. Kellogg, 
of Connecticut was grand chmapion at his State Fair 
and K. P. O. P. 50th, owned by R. V. Rasmussen, although 
handicapped by an injury to one foot early in the season, 
added one more blue to his string. Cherokee Piebe Erica, 
a K. P. O. P. grandson owned by Iowa Board of Control, 
was first prize aged bull at Waterloo. In addition to all 
of these K. P. O. P. winnings by other breeders which have 
been mentioned here rather sketchily, the string put out 
by Hargrove & Arnold was well up to the standard of 
previous years, with a first prize K. P. O. P. Get at Water- 
loo, a first prize Triune Get at the Sesquicentennial and 
many other firsts in the groups and individual classes 
all around the circuit. The third All-American K. P. O. P. 
Get of Sire group was the one that won at Waterloo, 
consisting of King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, Forum Patri- 
arch, Miss Papoose Piebe and her full sister, Lady Papoose 
Piebe. 

We might summarize the winnings of K. P. O. P. 
descendants by saying that in the past eight seasons

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These descendants have sev- 
enteen times had All-American mention, including three 
All-American Gets. There are no less than 116 different 
descendants of K. P. O. P. that have shared in these blue 
ribbons and he has fourteen different sons that have blue 
ribbon descendants as well as five different sons whose 
descendants have had All-American mention. 


K. P. O. P. Production 

Back in 1921 when the first K. P. O. P. 
written, it was stated that two of his first daughters 
were expected to make 800 lbs. as two-year-olds. Both of 
them came well up to expectations, and one has since 
come back with a 30-lb. record at full age, while the other 
now has 1,119 lbs. at full age. He now has eleven 1,000-Ib. 
daughters, four of them as three-year-olds and three more 
as four-year-olds, the eleven averaging 1,082.69 lbs. butter 
from 22,109.9 lbs. milk, the average test for the eleven 
1,000-lb. daughters being 3.92%. He has 28 daughters 
that have been tested for periods longer than 305 days 
and the 28 daughters averaged 893.36 lbs. butter from 
18,675.3 lbs. milk with an average test of 3.83% for the 
entire list. These 28 records include only five at full age, 
five being as four-year-olds, ten as three-year-olds, seven 
as two-year-olds and one at only one year, nine months, 
the average for the 28 daughters being 3 years, 7 months. 
All of these records have been completed during the last 
six years and all of the 1,000-lb. records except one during 
the last two years. 

Mention has been made of some of the sons of 
K. P. O. P. that have sired outstanding prize winners and 
we are glad to see that quite a number of them have also 
proven their ability to sire producers. Of these, King 
Piebe, who was one of the K. P. O. P. sons that was re- 
tained for service in the Hargrove & Arnold herd, is one 
of the most noteworthy. During the past year, one of his 
daughters made a 1,200-lb. record as a senior three-year- 
old. Another made over 35 lbs. in 7 days as a senior 
two-year-old and broke the world’s record for that age in 
the 30-day division with over 149 lbs. She is now making 
a great year record. Another daughter broke the world’s 
record in Class B and two more made good Class B rec- 
ords and came back with 28 and 29 lbs., respectively, both 
in heifer form. King Piebe was the leading Honor List 
sire for 1926-27 that is now living. with 246 Honor List 
points. He has one All-American daughter and many other 
great prize-winning offspring, one of the best of which is 
King Piebe 19th with a long string of blue ribbons to his 
credit, who heads the herd at Berks Farm in Pennsylvania. 

Another son that was retained by Hargrove & Arnold 
is Triune Ormsby Piebe, one of whose daughters recently 
became the youngest 900-lb. heifer of the breed—perhaps 
of any breed—with 947.81 Ibs. at only 19 months old. He 
has a twice All-American son, an All-American daughter 
and sired the first prize Get at the Sesquicentennial, which 
was generally conceded to have been the best immature 
Get out in 1926. Several of his sons have already sired 
sensational prize winners and may be expected to sire 
production. 

It was recently announced that an interest in both of 
these great K. P. O. P. sons have been sold by Hargrove & 
Arnold to Fredmar Farms of Missouri and that the two 
will be used alternately in the two herds, which will give 
both an even greater opportunity. 

Another outstanding son of K. P. O. P. is Marathon 
Bess Burke, who was, I believe, the first son of this sire 
to be born from the service at the Schroeder Farm. For 
some vears he was retained for service in the Schroeder 
herd and in other good herds in that locality but was 
later.exchanged for Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th 
with John Erickson, where he was mated with a--great 
many of the 37th daughters. He has one daughter that 
made a 1,000-lb. record and came back with 1,200 Ibs. 
at full age; another with two 1,000-lb. records, and a 
number of others from 700 to over 800 Ibs. He has sired 
several distinguished prize winners, including Beautiful 
Josephine 3d, who was junior and grand champion at 
Minnesota State Fair; Mankato Ruby Marathon Ormsby, 
a blue ribbon winner and sire of blue ribbon winners;

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and also several sons that head such leading herq 
as Detroit Creamery Farms and Femco Farms. At the 
latter establishment, his son, Pride of Sir Piets, is mall 
ing a great record as a sire, with a Reserve All-Ameri. 
can son and several prize-winning daughters. One daughter 
of pride of Sir Piets now owned by Hollyhock Farms 
has recently broken the Wisconsin State Record for junior 
four-year-olds with over 36 lbs. in 7 days, while one of his 
daughters at Femco Farms has over 900 Ibs. as a junior 
two-year-old. Many other sons of Marathon Bess Burke are 
making good all over the country. 

In addition to these three sons of K. P. O. P., who are 
probably his outstanding sons from a _ production stand- 
point, he has another son that has a daughter with 968 
lbs. in heifer form, two more with 700-Ib. two-year-old 
daughters, and three others that have sired 30-Ib. heifers 
Another son has a two-year-old daughter that is more 
than seven months along on year test, and has exceeded 
retest requirements every month. 

King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe died in May 1924, a few 
weeks before he was nine years old. Had he been given 
heavy service in a highly developed herd during the first 
two or three years of his breeding life, and then could 
he have lived a few years longer and continued in active 
service, he might easily have had double the number of 
offspring that he has today and so would have had in. 
creased opportunities for breed improvement. In spite 
of these handicaps at both ends of his life, he has written 
one of the brightest and most glorious chapters in Hol- 
stein history, and his sons and grandsons are already 
taking up the burden of carrying on and making the 
K. P. O. P. name an enduring monument to fame of the 
Ormsbys. 

As a matter of fact, the blood of K. P. O. P. is con- 
stantly increasing throughout the country, rather than 
diminishing, as numerous herds in various states are prac- 
ticing K. P. O. P. line breeding. Hargrove & Arnold started 
this practice when they began mating the daughters and 
granddaughters of K. P. O. P. with his two sons, Triune 
Ormsby Piebe and King Piebe and with some of the best 
sons of these sires. The Iowa Board of Control, starting 
with half a dozen K. P. O. P. sons in 1918 have also been 
combining and intensifying this blood very effectively by 
exchanging these bulls and their sons among the various 
state institution herds. Many breeders have made a 
practice of using a K. P. O. P. bull for a number of years 
and then exchanging him for a younger bull of similar 
breeding, thus intensifying the blood. Many of these 
breeders that formerly owned a son of K. P. O. P. are 
now using a bull that carries two or even three crosses 
of this blood, to mate with their K. P. O. P. granddaugh- 
ters. Wonderful progress has been made in this family 
during the past six years, but who can predict what the 
next six years will add to K. P. O. P. history? The family 
is really just in its infancy with its best years still ahead. 
Watch K. P. O. P. blood. during the coming years.

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

We now have our Accredited Cer- 
tificate and thought it might be of in- 
terest to your readers to know how 
these results were obtained in a herd 
of this size. The end was obtained 
by a very strict observance of the fol- 
lowing rules: The entire herd has 
been tested every six months for the 
past nine years and all reactors 
promptly removed. In the purchase 
of cattle, all animals not from ac- 
credited herds were tested before de- 
livery at the farm. They were then 
kept in practical isolation for sixty 
days and re-tested. We then placed 
them in the milking line with the rest 
of the herd. All purchases from ac- 
credited herds were not kept in isola- 
tion but were tested as soon as prac- 
tical after arrival at the farm. As a 
further precaution they were all giv- 
en a sixty-day retest. Nothing was 
left to chance. 

To rid an infected herd of tubercu- 
losis is no easy matter, but it can be 
done. It has been our experience 
that after the first test reactors will 
continue to show up for years to 
come. This is hard to explain but it 
is true that the germs can be carried 
for a long period in a dormant state 
and all at once become active. 


It is needless to say that we feel 
very much elated over our Certificate 
and hope that we may be able to hold 
it indefinitely.

ONE GOOD DAIRY BULL GOES TO 
BLOCK EVERY EIGHT MINUTES 


It is unfortunate for the dairy in- 
dustry that good bulls are sent to the 
butcher along with the mediocre and 
scrubs when their service is ro long- 
er needed in the herd. A careful es- 
timate, says Dr. J. C. McDowell, of 
the Federal Bureau of Dairy Indus- 
try, shows that really high-class dairy 
bulls are going to the butcher at the 
rate of one every eight minutes from 
daylight to dark every day in the 
year. How to stop this great slaugh- 
ter and keep these bulls for a lifetime 
of service is one of the great prob- 
lems in dairying to-day. 


A study of cow-testing association 
records shows which are the good 
bulls and which the inferior ones. 
But, unfortunately, py the time these 
records are available most of these 
bulls have been slaughtered. Doctor 
McDowell says that it is of little use 
to learn how good a bull was after 
he is dead, so he is urging that some 
system of exchange be started at 
once among owners of well-bred bulls 
in order that such animals may be 
kept until the daughters have demon- 
strated their sire’s true value. 
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K P OP Field Notes 


Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, 
are the men that developed King 
Pietertje Ormsby Piebe and made 
the initials “K P O P” known the 
world over. Starting in 1921, they 
have exhibited full ‘strings at more 
major shows than any other Holstein 
breeder during the same period, and 
we believe they have won more first 
prizes and championships than any 
other breeder during this _ period. 
Their show herds, with the excep- 
tion of an occasional aged cow dur- 
ing the earlier years, have been 
made up entirely of the descendants 
of the one sire. 

Some years ago, these _ breed- 
ers conceived the idea of perpetuat- 
ing K P O P blood by line breeding, 
and began mating his daughters with 
his sons, King Piebe, Triune Ormsby 
Piebe and a few others. Later they 
began selecting outstanding sons of 
King Piebe and of Triune Ormsby 
Piebe, from K P O FP dams, to mate 
with some of their heifers. They 
have also made a practice, whenever 
possible, of retaining an interest in 
many of their best bulls which they 
have been selling to other breeders, 
so that they might have them avail- 
able for showing and for breeding 
purposes. 

All of the eleven 1,000-lb. daughters 
of K P O P were bred and developed 
by Hargrove & Arnold as well as 
many of his best granddaughters. 
The achievements of the K P O P 
family are discussed at some length 
in one of the feature stories in this 
issue and need not be repeated here, 
but we cannot give too much credit 
to these breeders for the ‘work they 
have done in developing such a fam- 
ily. Following are a few of the 
breeders that are working hand in 
hand with Hargrove & Arnold in de- 
veloping this family and who have 
co-operated in the advertising ap- 
pearing in this issue. 


K POP 


Fredmar Farms, owned by F. W. 
A. Vesper of St. Louis, recently an- 
nounced the purchase of a half inter- 
est in both King Piebe and Triune 
Ormsby Piebe. The two sires will 
alternate between the two _ herds. 
The Fredmar herd is known as the 
“Ten-Ton-Type Herd” being built on 
a foundation of cows that have pro 
duced at least 20,000 lbs. milk in 3 
year.

Baker Farm at Rockingham, N. H., 
owned by E. A. Baker of Boston, 
probably contains more K P O P 
blood than any other east of the 
Mississippi. They have in service 
two K P O P bulls that have won 
more important prizes than any oth- 
er bulls of this great prize winning 
family. They are the twice All 
American bull, Triune Ormsby Piebe 
27th and the ten times Grand Cham- 
pion, King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke. 
The former is a double grandson and 
the latter a son of K P O P. In this 
herd may be seen seven daughters of 
K P O P including Miss Piebe Fobes, 
a 952-lb. show cow that is dam of 
Triune 27th and many other prize 
winners. There are also twelve K P 
O P granddaughters in the herd in- 
cluding Triune Piebe Fobes, daugh- 
ter of Miss Piebe Fobes by Triune, 
she a 29-lb. junior three-year-old and 
a blue ribbon winner at many lead- 
ing shows; Rose De Kol Wayne 
Butter Boy 4th, a Triune daughter 
that was Junior Champion last fall at 
the New York and Maryland State 
Fairs and at the largest fair in Ver- 
mont, and many other notables. Sev- 
en of these twelve granddaughters 
carry at least fifty per cent K P O P 
blood. In addition they have numer- 
ous sons and daughters of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 27th, one of which 
won four blues last fall, including a 
first at the Sesquicentennial. The 
first of these daughters are due to 
freshen this winter.

Board of Control of State Institutions 
has been building on K P O P blood 
in the Institutional herds. Half a 
dozen sons of K.P O P were pur- 
chased in 1918 and were placed at 
the head of some of the more highly 
developed of these herds, and were 
later exchanged among the different 
institutions, thus intensifying the. K 
P O P blood. Among the fifteen 
Iowa’ State Institutions will be found 
some of the best and most profitable 
Holstein herds in the country. Since 
1919 when one of their original K P 
O P sons won the first of his two 
blues at the National, the Board of 
Control Holsteins have won many im- 
portant prizes at the leading shows 
of the Middle West. A son of one of 
the original K P O P bulls has also 
won two blues at the National and 
another by another sire, was first 
last fall at Waterloo. Fifteen 30-lb. 
records and eight 1000-lb. records 
have been made in these herds. 

K POP 

Stenzel Farms, owned and operat- 

ed by Mrs. F. Stenzel and her son, 
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F. R. Stenzel, ‘came into especiay 
prominence a few -weeks ago, whep 
it was announced that this estap. 
lishment was the second highest 
Honor List herd of the year 1926-97 
A large proportion of their Honor 
List producers are descendants of K 
P O P, mostly daughters of King 
Piebe, these including a 35-lb. senior 
two-year-old that is World’s Cham. 
pion for thirty days’ work and is 
now headed for the World’s Record 
in the 305-day division; Miss Piebe 
Wayne Mercedes, who broke the 
World’s Record for junior two-year. 
olds in Class B, and several others 
that made large Class B records and 
then came back with good records in 
the seven-day division. The senior 
sire is K P O P 39th, a@ son of K Pp 
O P from Lady Mutual Friend, the 
41-lb. and 1,281-lb. foundation cow. 
A daughter of this sire was one of 
their best Honor List point-winners 
and others of his offspring include a 
Junior Champion heifer at Oakland. 
The bull himself was first prize aged 
bull at Oakland in 1925.

A newcomer in Holstein circles is 
Chapman Dairy, owned by L. J. 
Chapman of Kansas City, one of 
Missouri’s largest producers of milk 
and cream, who is just starting to 
build up a high class breeding herd 
of purebred Holsteins. Two sons of 
Triune Ormsby Piebe head this 
herd. Triune Ormsby Supreme is 
out of a 1,000-lb. daughter of K P O P 
from the 1,260-lb. daughter of Rose 
De Kol Wayne Butter Boy.. Eleven of 
his nearest dams are 1,000-lb. cows 
and average over 1,200 -Ibs. Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 59th, one of the sensa- 
tional junior yearlings of the 1926 
season. is from an 1,100-lb. daughter 
of K P O P and is a full brother in 
blood to Mr. Baker’s twice All-Amer-

Osborne Farm, Willoughby, Ohio, 
is best known for their senior sire, 
King Ona Pontiac, and for their 
great Ona females. They have in 
service, however, one of the greatest 
sons of K P O P. He is Friend

cow, Lady Mutual Friend, and has 
won the blue at such shows as New 
York tate Fair. He stood for some 
years at the head of the Pinery 
Farms herd, then was purchased by 
the Pinery manager, Karl Nims, for 
his own herd. When this herd was 
consolidated with those of The Ona 
Company and F. M. Osborne, Jr., 
Friend Piebe became one of the herd 

















sires at the present Osborne Farms 
where he is being mated with the 
Ona family, thus combining genera-

winning KPOP 
W. D. Robens, Poland, N. Y., is 
one of the veteran breeders of the 
country and one who has done much 
constractive work for the _ breed. 
His herd is built on the blood of Sir 
Veeman Hengerveld and King Korn- 
dyke Sadie Vale. His senior sire, 
King Ormsby Ideal, a son of King of 
the Ormsbys from a 1,346-lb. dam, is 
siring some wonderful production 
and type in the Robens herd. Then 
Prilly Adirondac was purchased as 
junior sire, he a son of King Segis 
Aleartra Prilly from the _ greatest 
daughter of Adirondac Wietske 
‘Dairy Maid. Needing another jun- 
ior sire, the firm of W. D. Robens & 
Son purchased King Pietertje Orms- 
by Piebe Bess, a son of K P O P 
from a 1,200-lb. and twice 1,000-Ib. 
daughter of Marathon Bess Burke. 
With this the largest record son of 
K P O FP in the East, they are com- 
pining K P O P blood with the other 
lines that have made the Robens 
herd famous.

This bull has developed 
into one of the finest representatives 
of this great family.

C. Sherman & Sons of Minne- 
apolis own and operate Kinnikinnic 
Holstein Farm at River Falls, Wis. 
In partnership with the State Nor- 
mal School of the same place they 
purchased K P O P 27th, one of the 
greatest prize winning sons of ‘his 
sire. He has been a member of 
three of the K P O P Show Herds 
and has twice been. well up in the 
money at the National. His dam, 
Sunny Lady, who is now in process 
of breaking the World’s Record for 
fifteen-year-old cows, is a daughter 
of Lady Mutual Friend, a 1,281-lb.

in seven days. He is full brother. to 
Sunny Lady 3d (1,202 Ilbs.), the 
largest record daughter of K P O P, 
who was a member of the All-Amer- 
ican Get of Sire in 1925.

This bull has headed 
the Ramsey herd for the past three 
years, where he has sired some ex- 
cellent type.

The head of the herd is 
King Piebe 19th, one of the greatest 
prize winning sons of King Piebe 
from a 33-lb. and 1,100-lb. sister to 
Rose De Kol Wayne Butter Boy. 
KPOP 
The Pottenger Sanatorium Com- 
pany, Monroyia, California, is known 
as the greatest Class B herd in the 
world, this herd having won more 
Honor List points in Class B last 
year than any other herd. The herd 
includes Mechthilde Pontiac Segis 
Lady with 1,256.5 lbs. butter from 
32,092.5 lbs. milk as a senior four- 
year-old in Class B, being the only 
Class B producer of any age above 
1,000 Ibs. fat. At the head of the Pot- 


tenger herd is King Piebe 42d, who is 
a son of King Piebe from a 1,045- 
lb. four-year-old dam that tested over 
4% for the year. 
KPOP 
One of the best Ormsby herds in 
Ohio is owned by E. A. Williams at 
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Crescent View Farm, Burton, Obhio, 
the herd being built on the blood of 
K P OP, Sir P. O. M. 37th and Orms- 
by Korndyke Lad. The junior sire is 
Triune Ormsby Prince, a _ son of 
Triune from a 20-lb. senior yearling 
daughter of King Piebe, the second 
dam a 1,000-lb. and twice 30-lb. cow.

J. W. Jensen & Son, Exira, Iowa, 
are using their second son of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe. They formerly had in 
service Triune Ormsby Piebe 59th, a 
great 1,100-lb. show bull that made 
such a record in the K P O P show 
herd last season.

N 1920 when I heard about a calf 
[au being organized I was anxious 

to join and raise a calf of my own. 
I had always helped my father take 
care of his calves so he let me pick 
out two from his herd of registered 
Holsteins for $25 each. It was so in- 
teresting to watch them grow and so 
much fun to take care of my own 
calves that I decided I would stay in 
the club. 

The next year I sold one calf and 
bought two more from my father. I 
thought these two were large for their 
age, good shape, and nicely marked. 
I learned that they should be given 
milk longer so I let these have it until 
they were six months old and they 
showed the value of it for they grew 
much faster than the others and their 
skin was much thinner and their hair 
was much shorter and more silky. 

In 1922 I lost my bull in the tuber- 
culin test. I bought three more calves 
that were from some of my father’s 
best milk producers. Every year I 
learned something new. This year in- 
stead of turning them out to pasture 
in the summer, I kept them in the 
barn so the flies would not bother 
them. 

You cannot always tell what a calf 
will be like when she becomes a cow 
for when my first heifer freshened 
she was a three teater, but it was 
caused from jumping over the fence 
when in the pasture, so I sold her. 

Every year I bought two and sold 
one or more if they did not prove 
successful. 


At present I have eight head, 
Eleanor Pontiac Model, two of her 
daughters and one son, two half 
sisters of Eleanor on the dam’s side, 
a heifer that I bought from the Sum- 
mit Lumber Company of Davidson, 
Maine, Summit Roxland Parthenea, 
who is to freshen soon, and one 3- 
year-old 

I fed the young stock Eastern States 
Fitting Ration and good hay and 
silage. When we had alfalfa for the 
cows we fed Eastern States Fulpail 
and when we just fed our mixed hay 
we used Eastern States Milkmore 
24% protein because the hay was so 
low in protein. 

I found out that the first six months 
of a calf’s growth is important for it 
has a greater capacity for growth, 
and if started well and kept growing 
constantly and as rapidly as possible 
you will secure a large, strong, early 
maturing animal. So for the last two 
years I have fed my calves more East- 
ern States Fitting Ration along with 
their milk when small and it surely 
got them started growing faster and 
they have become larger mature ani- 
mals than the ones I raised before. 


Calves that are born in the fall 
make a greater growth and reach 


maturity faster if properly cared for - 


than calves born in the spring for the 
spring calves are likely to be turned 
out to pasture and they cannot get 
their growth on green feed alone. 
This was my second year raising 
soy beans and they grew better this

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year than they did last year. They 
make the cows prodiice more imilk 
than when fed common hay. 


We also raised two acres of alfalfy, 
It did very well until the latter pai 
of August when the weeds came in. 
Then we had to cut it, but it soon 
started growing well again. 


I think the cows like alfalfa better 
than soy beans although from my ex- 
perience they give about the same 
amount of milk from both. 


I am glad that Hampshire County 
has a cow testing association for now 
we can tell what our cows are doing, 
and whether they are making a profit 
or not, and know the butterfat tests. 
It puts the dairyman on a business 
basis. A cow of known value will al- 
ways sell better and her calves will 
be more valuable. By her record you 
can tell how much to feed her for that 
is the only economical and scientific 
way to feed. 


I have showed my stock every year 
at the Northampton Fair and at the 
Eastern States Exposition every year 
except in 1921, when I had a Baby 
Beef and in 1922. This year, 1926, I 
exhibited four head at Eastern States. 


In the senior yearling class, Sum- 
mit Roxland Parthenea No. 972720 
won first prize Mass. Special and 2nd 
prize Northeastern States; Blue 
Meadow Alice Model Fayne No. 
1015327 won 2nd prize Mass. Special 
and 3rd prize Northeastern States; 
in the junior yearling class, Blue 
Meadow Babe Edna Fayne No. 
1058227 won first prize in Mass. 
Special and 1st prize in Northeastern 
States; in the calf class, Blue Meadow 
Christina Edna Fayne No. 1086110 
won 5th in Mass. Special and 5th in 
Northeastern States, there being 18 
entries in this class. 

I have won the following first 
prizes on my herd: Northampton Fair 
on Christina; open calf class; calf 
club class; and Holstein Special Ist. 
She was also Junior Grand Champion 
in both classes. 

During the years I have been in the 
Dairy Club I have not only received 
many prize ribbons but also $458 in 
prize money. 

I have had many good times and 
met many boys anc girls from dif- 
ferent places. 

I have enjoyed the Dairy Club very 
much because it has taught me a 
great deal about feeding, caring, show- 
ing, and judging animals which I 
would not have known otherwise.

In 1910 the Iowa Board of Control began using pure bred 
Holstein sires, to grade up their dairy herds. Five years 
later pure bred Holstein females were introduced. Since 
1918 the Iowa Institutions have specialized in Ormsby 
herd sires, particularly in K P O P blood.

Field Work 
All field workers with the exception 
of Mr. Everly spent the first few days 
of June at our annual convention. 


We find that our fieldmen spent a 
good share of June working with the 
boys’ and girls’ clubs. It is in June 
that a great many of the states hold 
their annual boys’ and girls’ club 
summer school courses and we en- 
deavor to be present and assist in 
just as many of these as possible as it 
enables us to make many contacts 
with our Holstein calf club members 
and with the state and local leaders 
whom we must depend upon to carry 
eut the details of the work. 

Mr. R. E. Everly 

Mr. R. E. Everly, Northwest Exten- 
sion Representative spent two weeks 
assisting with the summer _ club 
schools at the Idaho State College 
where 300 were in attendance, the 
Washington state meeting ‘held at 
Pullman, Washington, with 800 young 
people and leaders in attendance and 
the Oregon club summer school held 
at Corvallis, Oregon, with an attend- 
ance of 375. 

Mr. Everly spent nearly a week at 
the Union Live Stock Show in Ore- 
gon, this being the first show of the 
season to be covered by our fieldmen. 
A very profitable booth was conducted 
and the showing of Holsteins was 


very good, excelling all other breeds 
in numbers. A special feature of this 
show was the round-up of the Cove, 
Oregon calf club. Mr. Everly reports 
that three years ago Marvin Danials 
purchased a Holstein heifer, the first 
of the breed in the community and 
today 80 pure bred Holstein animals 
are in the community all as a result 
of this calf club boy’s efforts. 

The Washington State Holstein as- 
sociation held a very fine summer 
meeting at Hollywood with 200 in at- 
tendance. In addition to this work 
Mr. Everly spent several days at his 
headquarters in Portland, visited a 
large number of Holstein farms and 
planned summer meetings and tours 
in several counties. 


Mr. Allen N. Crissey 

Mr. Allen N. Crissey, Eastern Ex- 
tension Representative spent a por- 
tion of June working with the voca- 
tional agricultural high school men. 
Pians were laid with these men for a 
very large Holstein calf club and work 
will begin on it at once. 

Mr. Crissey attended and addressed 
a very important meeting at Atlantic 
City, it being the Eastern States Con- 
vention of Secretaries of agriculture, 
Sanitary officialg, Doctors, Veterin- 
aries, Milk distributors and breeders. 


300 in all were in attendance and a- 


splendid opportunity was afforded to 
address the audience on the subject 
of Holstein milk. 

Mr. Crissey met groups in 15 con- 
ferences, planning the summer pro- 
grams in 3 states. He made 20 farm 
visits and took care of considerable 
correspondence at his headquarters in 
Salem, N. J. 

Mri Earl J. Cooper 

Mr. Earl J. Cooper assisted with the 
boys’ and girls’ summer school classes 
at the University of Wisconsin where 
300 were in attendance and also at the 
University of Minnesota where 750 
boys and girls were present. As- 
sistance in calf club work was given 
at LaPorte, Ind., this being the pi- 
oneer effort in Holstein work. While 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin Mr. 
Cooper met with Secretaries L. L. Old- 
ham and Robert Geiger and also with 
Mr. W. S. Moscrip, Chairman of Ex- 
tension Service Committee. 

He took one week of leave of ab- 
sence and spent the rest of the time 
at the Chicago office on general rou- 
tine matters. 

Mr. E. M. Clark 

Mr. E. M. Clark, Dairy and Market- 
ing Specialist, following the annual 
meeting, took up some milk work near 
Chicago with breeders adjacent to the 
3orden plant. Matters were all de- 
cided satisfactorily. He worked in 
Indiana with Holstein breeders in re- 
lation to marketing their milk and re- 
ports good progress. Some market 
problems were surveyed in Michigan 
especially at Grand Rapids and work 
was done with the milk products re- 
search bureau of that city. He at- 
tended the annual summer meeting 
of the American Dairy Science Asso- 
ciation at East Lansing and spent the 
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remainder of the month at the Chi. 
cago office. 
Mr. W. B. Barney 
Following the convention Mr. Bar. 
ney worked in Iowa several days as. 
sisting in the organization of county 
Holstein clubs. Together with Mr. 
Wright, the new Iowa State Secretary, 
Benton County was organized and in 
connection with this work a large 
number of Holstein breeders were vig. 
ited. A number of days were spent 
at the Chicago office on matters per- 
taining to the prize committee work 
and extension service routine. The 
time of June 14 to 30, was spent in 
New York state assisting with the 
reorganization of county clubs in con- 
nection with the state Holstein asgo- 
ciation. Mr. Barney worked with Mr. 
Robens, who was just appointed ag 
the new secretary of the New York 
State Holstein-Friesian Association. 
Ten very successful meetings were 
held over the state at which 1,335 
people were in attendance and a great 
many were signed up for member- 
ship in the State Holstein Association 
as a result of these good meetings. 
A large number of breeders were vis- 
ited in connection with the meetings 
and several important conferences 
held. 
Publicity For June 
Mr. W. G. Lacy reports a total of 17 
publicity stories during the month 
consisting of stories on the annual 
convention, stories of records and pre- 
fix names. In addition to the stories, 
a series of several ads for banks fos- 
tering dairying was prepared. The 
Holstein Milk Manual was revised and 
produced in_ sections, ‘the current 
monthly advertising was placed in the 
farm and health journals and other 
office details cared for. 
The Work During July 
As this report is being written we 
find July to be one of the busiest 
months we have ever known in the 
field. There is decidedly increased 
interest in state and county summer 
meetings and boys’ and girls’ club 
gatherings. We are not able to cover 
all of the urgent invitations which we 
have, but are endeavoring to arrange 
our schedules in order to include the 
largest number of meetings with a 
minimum of traveling expense.

CHIEF LARSON DISCUSSES NEED 
OF DAIRY IMPROVEMENT 


A national dairy improvement pro- 
gram for increasing production of 
milk at reduced costs was presented 
by Dr. C. W. Larson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, at the recent 
meeting of the American Institute of 
Cooperation. Dr. Larson outlined the 
proposed program which he declared 
would not only solve a national prob- 
lem of meeting the demand for an 
adequate milk supply, but also devel- 
op more contented and satisfied farm- 
ers. 

There are 22,000,000 dairy cows on 
the 4,500,000 farms of the nation, he 
stated, making the average herd num- 
ber less than six cows. The average 
cow now produces 4,500 lbs. of milk 
and 180 lbs. of butter fat per year, 
which he declared is “too low.” Con- 
sumption of milk per person has in- 
creased from 43 gallons in 1920 to 
55.3 gallons in 1926, while population 
has increased almost 2,000,000 persons 
per year. 

“As a matter of fact the dairy in- 
dustry is not keeping up with this 
increased demand for dairy products,” 
he said. “For each year’s increase 
in population we need an additional 
440,000 cows. On January 1, 1926, 
however, there were 330,000 fewer 
cows than on the preceding January 
1, and on January 1, of this year the 
number was 324,000 less than last 
year.” 

Oddly enough the total production 
of milk has not decreased in this pe- 
riod, he showed, the increased de- 
mand being met partly by increased 
production per cow and partly by con- 
verting a smaller percentage of milk 
into manufactured products. 

Cow testing associations were cred- 
ited with the accomplishment by Dr. 
Larson. Through selection, feeding 
and breeding the 360,000 cows affected 
by the cooperative cow-testing move- 
ment have “speeded production” until 
today, he said, the average cow in 
these associations produces 7,500 lbs. 
of milk per year. 

“The average cow produces only 
4,500 Ibs.” he added, “but it is suf- 
ficient to say here that there is no 
reason why all the cows in this coun- 
try could not be brought to the high 
average production of the tested cows. 
It is well to know, also that figures 
based on careful records show that 
the average cow in the cow testing 
associations returns an income over 
cost of feed of approximately twice 
that of the average cow in this coun- 
try. 

“High producing cows are econom- 
ical in the use of feed. A tabulation 
of more than 100,000 individual cow 
records shows that cows producing 9,- 
000 Ibs. of milk per year did not eat 
twice as much as cows that produced 
4,500 lbs. Instead they ate approxi- 
mately 40% more feed in dollars 
worth of feed per cow to produce 
twice as much milk and butter fat. 
Another tabulation shows that the 
cows in the 9,000-lb. production class 
ate only about 40% more digestible 
nutrients than cows that produced 
half as much. 

“Not more cows but better ones 
will thus meet the increasing demand 
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for milk,” Dr. Larson asserted. “As 
a matter of fact, if we were to in- 
crease the production of the average 
cow only 100 lbs. per year for the next 
forty years we could supply our in- 
crease in population without increas- 
ing the number of cows. Cow testing 
has been in operation in this coun- 
try for twenty years but only two per 
cent of our cows are now under test. 
When it is realized that some such 
method is the only one that will show 
results, it should be more generally 
used.”

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WHY A NORTHWEST DAIRY EX- 
POSITION 


Seven years ago this summer, a 
group of Northwest men from various 
walks of life, met at the State Capitol 
and determined to bring the National 
Dairy Show to Minnesota. It was 
held accordingly on our splendid Fair 
Grounds in 1921, largely occupying a 
magnificent, modern building pro- 
vided for in part by direct legislative 
appropriation and in part out of earn- 
ings of previous State Fairs. 

Promotion of the 1921 exposition 
was conducted by the same grqup of 
men and women, with but few excep- 
tions, that bas since become known 
as the Northwest Dairy Exposition 
Committee. 

They repeated, and amplified, this 
promotion when the National Dairy 
Show in 1922 became for the first 
time the National Dairy Exposition. 


With the departure after two years 
of this enterprise to new fields, the 
committee and the Board of Govern- 
ors of the Minnesota State Fair 
joined hands in 1923 in launching a 
new and logical campaign for the 
first Northwest Dairy Exposition. It 
was made an integral part of the fair, 
one admission covering everything. 


So satisfactory were the results 
that the same arrangement was re- 
newed in 1924, again in 1925, again in 
1926, and now for the fifth consecu- 
tive season in 1927. 

The committee has no revenue, ex- 
cept for the initial establishment of a 
fund each year by the State Agricul- 
tural Society, the Minneapolis Civic 
and Commerce Association, and the 
Saint Paul Association of Public and 
Business Affairs. 

From this fund are paid additional 
premiums for cattle, prizes and 
freight for Junior Dairy Show en- 
tries, expense of field workers who in 
five years have covered Minnesota 
thoroughly, reception expenses for 
rural delegations to the fair and ex- 
position, the cost of educational 
features, and the committee’s own 
administration expense. Each year 
expenses have totalled less than bud- 
get estimates. 

Slogans such as “Milk cows and 
make money,” “Prosperity follows 
the dairy cow,” “Get good cows and 
win,” have only served to emphasize 
the real purpose of the committee. 
This, briefly, may be summed up in 
a few words: 

The Northwest Dairy Exposition 
Committee was formed, and _  con- 
tinues to operate, in the hope that 
farmers of the northwest may con- 
duct their business profitably by the 
aid of productive live stock, clean 
seed, a minimum of losses due to 
weeds, pests and diseases, and a mini- 
mum of labor cost. 

In these seven years the commit- 
tee has cooperated with numberless 
local committees and commercial 
clubs and farm bureau units. It has 
furnished without charge scores of 
its exhibits, sometimes of costly and 
bulky nature, to other state fairs and 
to local winter fairs, live stock shows 
and dairy shows. By this means its 
annual efforts on the Minnesota State 
Fair grounds have reached an ever- 
growing circle of those Northwest 
communities interested in helping 
farmers to help themselves toward 
financial independence. 
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Also during this period its work 
has survived business depression and 
has overcome inter-sectional bar- 
riers, 

This year the same group invites 
you to bring your show herd or your 
individual animal to compete for the 
most attractive list of premiums 
offered in America at any similar 
show.

FOUR OUT OF EVERY SEVEN 
DRUG STORE “FOUNTAINITES” 
CALL FOR MILK DRINKS 


Four out of every seven people who 
order food or drink over the soda 
fountain counter at a State and 
Randolph drug store in Chicago have 
a milk drink. 

This is the usual ratio, although 
some days even more milk drinks are 
ordered, according to information 
secured during a National Dairy Coun- 
cil survey recently. In this one 
store alone, 125 gallons of pasteurized 
milk is used each day. That means 
1,000 pints or 2,000 glasses of milk. 
The average number of people served 
each day is 3,500, so that 2,000 out of 
every 3,500 people ordering lunch or 
light afternoon refreshments are 
milk-drinkers. 

Although malted milk sells for 20 
cents and milk shakes for 15 cents, 
“malted” is ordered almost twice as 
much as milk shake. The favorite 
flavors of both are chocolate, straw- 
berry in season and pineapple. Straw- 
berries are the only fresh fruit lend- 
ing themselves to use in milk drinks. 

“The malted milk is the lazy man’s 
meal,” says the proprietor of the 
State Street soda fountain. “It is 
usually ordered with a sandwich 
during warm weather. A piece of 
pie accompanies the- sandwich and 
the malted during colder weather. 
The hotter the day, the more the 
sandwich order falls off, but the 
malted still keeps its popular place.” 

It is estimated that the amount of 
milk ordered now is practically double 
that of two years ago for all the soda 
fountains in Chicago. While the 
women and children were the first 
milk patrons, the ratio of men 
drinkers and women drinkers is about 
fifty-fifty now. 

The manager of the lunch service 
estimates that 140 gallons will be 
needed during the warm weather to 
take care of the people ordering milk 
drinks. In real hot weather this 
supply is only limited by the lack of 
counter space, otherwise this one 
store could sell 300 gallons of milk 
over the counter some days. 

Acidopholus milk, the special cul- 
ture-made buttermilk, is becoming 
increasingly popular in drug stores. 
Five hundred bottles a month are 
sold at a single Chicago store, usually 
to steady patrons who are drinking 
is for their health. That the trend 
of milk-drinking at soda counters had 
affected the soft-drink business is 
evident on checking over any orders 
placed by managers in soda fountains 
in various’ parts of the city. It is 
usually found, according to the Dairy 
Council survey, that the proportion 
of milk drinks over soft drinks 
increases in the stores located in 
sections of the city where standards 
of living and general welfare are 
higher. 

National Dairy Council 
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TICK ERADICATION IN FLOODED 
AREAS 


The Secretary of Agriculture 
signed an order June 30, authorizing 
the use of an emergency appropria- 
tion in the construction of dipping 
vats and the purchase of chemicals 
to be used in freeing cattle in the 
flooded areas of the Mississippi 
Valley from the cattle tick in order 
that they may be returned to those 
areas tick free. The order adds 19 
per cent or $71,239, to the funds 
appropriated for tick eradication this 
year, the money being taken from 
funds provided for outbreaks of foot- 
and-mouth disease. For the past two 
months cattle owners, bankers, State 
and parish officials of Louisiana have 
been making an effort to salvage 
some slight gain in the way of cattle. 
tick eradication from the conditions 
brought about by that great disaster, 
Considerable of the flooded area was 
tick infested, and is in quarantine, 
All cattle and other live stock have 
been removed from. the sections 
covered by the flood waters and the 
ticks on this land have been drowned 
or buried under the resulting de- 
posits of silt. 

To accomplish tick eradication it 
will therefore only be necessary to 
prevent reinfestation of the land by 
having only tick-free animals _re- 
turned when this area is restocked. 
The difficulty in arranging for this 
has been that the parishes are not in 
a financial condition to take ad- 
vantage of the situation, and the 
State has no funds available for this 
work. The emergency appropriation 
by the department will therefore 
prove of great value in assisting 
these sections to take advantage in 
some small way of the conditions 
brought about by the disastrous flood. 





PASTURE 30 COWS ON 8 ACRES 





Get Good Results From Sweet Clover 
at College Dairy Farm 


One of the points of interest which 
visitors at the Iowa State College 
dairy farm see these days is an 8- 
acre biennial white sweet clover 
pasture which has _ furnished an 
abundance of feed for the past two 
months to 30 head of cows. 

During this period, not a_ single 
case of bloat has been noted, although 
often much difficulty is encountered 
in pasturing this crop. 

The following points have been ob- 
served at the college dairy farm 
which may account for the freedom 
from bloat trouble. First, the cattle 
were turned on the pasture for the 
first time after they had been well 
filled on silage and alfalfa hay. 


After they had been once turned on 
the pasture, they were never re- 
moved, night or day, except at milk- 
ing time. As soon as the cows were 
milked, they were turned back into 
the pasture immediately. 

Water and salt have been kept con 
stantly before the cows.

Show men present 
were pretty well agreed that Miss 
Lassie Ormsby will be the outstand- 
ing three-year-old out on the circuit 
this season. This great heifer has 
made money for everyone that has 
owned her thus far and with a little 
luck her further development should 
bring the same result as she devel- 
ops under the Griffith colors. Miss 
Lassie Ormsby, who was registered 
originally as Mankato Lassie Ormsby 
2d, was bred by J. C. Marlow at 
Mankato Holstein Farms and shown 
successfully by him on the big line 
circuit in 1924. In the dispersal of 
this herd that fall, she was sold as a 
calf for $500 to E. A. Barthelemy, of 
St. Cloud, Minn., and Mr. Barthelemy 
brought her out last year as one of 
the leading contenders for All-Amer- 
ican honors in the two-year-old class. 
He sold her in the fall for $800 in 
the U. S. National Sale to the Min- 
nesota Holstein Company, who made 
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a 22-lb. record on her with first calf 


and developed her to a point where 


the bidders were almost falling over 
themselves to put an appraisal on 
her at nearly five times the price 
she sold for last fall. Her sire is the 
present senior sire in the Barthelemy 
herd. 





Another recent purchase - selected 
by Mr. Culver for the Minnesota Hol- 
stein Company herd was Phoebe 
Cornucopia Fayne, a_ nine-year-old 
cow who has recently completed an 
1,100-lb. record. Culver purchased 
her from Carnation Farms on Axel 
Hansen’s recommendation for a price 
which we understand was $1,200. 
After coming to Minnesota, she 
dropped a pair of twin bulls by Sir 
Inka May, one of which sold in the 
sale for $1,025 and the other for $1,000, 
and the cow herself went for $1,125. 
At this price, she goes to the Ras- 
mussen herd in Illinois and will be 
one of the choice foundation breed- 
ing animais in that famous herd. 





Interested visitors at the sale were 
Mr. E. E. Reick and Mr. C. S. Net- 
trour of Pittsburgh, the new owners 
of the Bell Farm and herd. Accom- 
panied by Manager Paul Misner, they 
visited a number of herds in Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota before attending 
the sale. While they have long been 
active in the distribution of milk and 
dairy products, they are both coming 
enthusiastic over breeding Holsteins 
of the highest type. They were con- 
tenders on May Walker Ollie Home- 
stead, herself, at one stage of the 
bidding. Incidentally, Misner_ re- 
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ported that they are to increase th 
production of certified milk at ; 
Farms by 500 quarts September 1 
which at twenty. cents a quart ig ay

DISCUSSION OF HERD TEST 


Received and read with interest 
the rules and regulations proposed 
for a Herd Test. While I presume 
the committee has given the rules 
due deliberaton, still I offer criticism 
on two points. 

First, I believe if the supervisor 
should have anything near the 48 
milkings per day on very many jobs 
in succession he would soon be: 
swamped or get careless in order to 
keep’ ahead. Since, ‘however, I 
realize that he won’t have this max- 
imum amount each job, the point is 
not really of grave importance. For 
all over 36 milkings I would suggest 
instead of a test of each milking the 
supervisor be allowed to take a com- 
posite sample daily and thus run one 
test for the day. 

The second point I criticize is the 
rule requiring a daily milk record 
on the whole herd. 

I am of the opinion that this will 
tend to keep out the small practical 
dairy herd where the owner is the 
herdsman, farmer, and in fact just 
about the sole laborer on the farm. 
I admit that these men might pos- 
sibly do better to keep a daily record, 
still it is mighty hard to persuade 
them of the fact at threshing or silo 


filling time. They no doubt take 
weights frequently but don’t record 
them. 


Therefore for the following reasons 
I urge that daily milk records be 
optional:

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of the first milk of each cow for calf 
feed. Daily weighing would merely 
cause that man to restore to the 
common “yellow” cow injection to 
raise or maintain his test. 


4—Daily milk weights are not 
necessary for high yields on practical 
basis. The average of our local test- 
ing association last year was 355 Ibs. 
fat. Only one herd in the association 
took daily weights and that herd was 
not among the first five in spite of 
the fact that they do considerable 
official testing. My own herd hap- 
pened to lead the association and I 
never had but one milk sheet in the 
barn. The scales are always handy, 
however, and are used frequently. 


5—I am afraid it will be another 
rule never lived up to any more than 
the By-Law requiring a Herd Book. 
It is possible for a person to do this 
weighing on Sundays for the whole 
week and still escape detection. That 
would tend to cheapen the value of 
any of the records. 

6—The average breeder might just 
as well spend a trifle more money 
and take Class “C” records or even 
Class “B”. 

I believe if we are going to have a 
Herd Test we should pattern after 
the most. successful cow testing as- 
sociations. Don’t make it a hardship 
for the small breeder from either the 
standpoint. of. expense or extra 
trouble.

OIL STOVES RADIATE 
LESS HEAT THAN RANGES 


Help Keep Kitchen Cool—Short 
Chimneys Bring Flame Directly 
Under the Pot or Pan—Large Size 
Chimneys Also Good. 


Oil stoves radiates much less. heat 
than either coal or wood stoves, so 
they therefore help keep the kitchen 
cool during hot summer days, accord- 
ing to the New York State College of 
Home Economics at Ithaca, N. Y. 

Three main types of oil stoves are 
on the market. The wickless type 
has to be kindled with gasoline or 
alcohol but it gives a hot flame simi- 
lar to the flame from a gas stove. The 
kindler type is wickless also but has 
a kindler of asbestos. The third type 
is equipped with wicks which are 
lighted directly and need no kindling. 
All three types may be had with 
short chimneys which bring the 
flame up directly under the pot or 
pan. Many stoves are equipped with 
one extra-sized burner which gives 
more heat than the ordinary-sized 
burner. 

To get the best results with any 
oil stove, the college advises that the 
stove should be set level to insure an 
even flow of oil to the burners and > 
that the oil tank be kept well-filled 
with good oil. All stoves should be 
cleaned according to directions that 
come with them, and, in those that 
need wicks, only the wicks intended 
for the stove should be used.

ple to visit the Show. 

Fritz Stenzel of the F. Stenzel Hol, 
stein Farm at San Lorenzo has just 
returned from an_ extended trip 
throughout the East and Middle West. 
He reports that a State Herd frem 
Jowa will probably be entered at the 
Oakland Show. Stenzel spent some 
time in New York and adds that a 
number of visitors will come from 


there. 

The Stenzel herd will again be ex- 
hibited at the Pacific Slope Dairy 
Show this year. It now has the dis- 
tinction of being second on the Hon- 
or Roll of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation for World’s records—second 
only to the famous Du Pont Holstein- 
Friesian herd of Winterthur Farms, 
Winterthur, Deleware. This news 
has just been announced by the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, together 
with information that the Stenzel 
Herd had, for the year, four World 
Records. 

Director J. N. Gilman of San Fran- 
cisco las recently returned from 
three months spent in Japan, during 
which time he informed many dairy 
leaders there that the Oakland Show 
invites them to participate.

Dr. H. E. Van Norman, president of 
the American Dry Milk Institute at 
Chicago, visited Oakland recently 
and discussed plans for an American 
Dry Milk Institute meeting at the 
Oakland Show. This meeting, in all 
likelihood. will be held in conjunction 
with the show as one of the numer- 
ous conventions.
